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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the 
claimed invention: the cytolytic peptides of: 1. Ae I, 2. cytolysin of sea anemone, 3. aerolysin, 
4. amatoxin, 5. amoebapore and amoebapore homolog from Entamoeba dispar, 6. brevinin-lE 
and brevinin-2E, 7. barbatolysin, cytolysin of Enterococcus faecalis, 8. delta hemolysin, 9. 
diphtheria toxin, 10. El Tor cytolysin of Vibrio cholerae, 1 1. equinatoxin, 12. enterotoxin of 
Aeromonas hydrophila, 13. esculentin, 14. granulysin, 15. haemolysin of Vibrio 
parahaemolyticus, 16. intermedilysin of Streptococcus intermedius, 17. the lentivirus lytic 
peptide, 18. leukotoxin of Actinobacillus actinomycetemcomitans, 19. magainin, 20. melittin, 
21. membrane-associated lymphotoxin, 22. Met-enkephalin, 23. neokyotorphin,neokyotorphin 
fragment 1, neokyotorphin fragment 2, neokyotorphin fragment 3, and neokyotorphin fragment
